The Worm Has No Eyes and No Sense of 


Hearing, but Is Sensitive to Strong Light 
and Vibrations of Souml—Directs of An- 
tiquity Preserved by Earthworms. 


Tho common earthworm, despised by 


man and heedlessly trodden underfoot, 
fulfills a part in natnre that would seem 
incredible bnfc for the facts revealed b'y 
tho patient and long continued researches 
of Darwin. "Worms," says Darwin, 
"have played a more important part in 
the history of the world than most per- 
sons would at first snppose." Let us 
follow Darwin and see how this appar- 
ently insignificant creature has changed 
tho face of nature. We will first consider 
the habits and mode of life of tho earth- 
worm. As every ono triows, the worms 
live in burrows in the superficial layer 
of the ground. They can live anywhere 
in a layer of earth, provided it retains 
moisture, dry air being fatal to them. 
They can, on the other hand, exist sub- 
merged in water for several nSsuths. 
They live chiefly in the superficial mold 
less than a foot below the surface, but 
in long continued dry weather and iu 
very cold seasons they may burrow to a 
depth of eight feet. 
The burrows are 


lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by-the worms, and end in small cham- 
bers in whi. n they can turn round. 


The burrows are formed partly by 


pushing away tho earth, but chiefly by 
the earth being swallowed. Large quail- 
ties of earth are . swallowed by the 
worms for tho sake of the decomposing 
vegetable mutter contained in it, on 
which they feed. The earth thus swal- 
lowed is voided in spiral heaps, forming 
the worm castings. In this case the 
worm obtains food and at the same 
time excavates its burrows. 


In addition to the food thus obtained 


half decayed leaves are dragged into the 
burrows, mainly for food, but also tp 
plug the mouths of the burrows for the 
sake of protection. Worms arc also fond 
of meat, especially fat. They will also 
eat the dead boclios of their relatives. 
They aro nocturnal in habit, remaining, 
as a rule, in the burrows during the day 
and coming out to feed at night. 


Tho-earthworm has no eyes, but is 


affected by strong light if exposed to it 
for some time. It has no sense of hoar- 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
sound. The'whole body is sensitive to 
touch. Thero appears to bo some sense 
of smell, but this is limited to a certain 
articles of food, which aro discovered 
by tho worm when buried in earth, iu 
preference to other b9dies not relished. 
The worm appears to 'have somo degree 
of intelligence from the way in which 
it draws tho leaves into its burrows, al- 
ways judging which is the -best end to 
draw them in by. This is remarkable in 
so lowly organized an animal, being a 
degree of intelligence not possessed by 
many animals of more complex organi- 
zation. For instance, tho ant cur) often 
|)0 seen dragging oBjeots along traversely 
instead of taking them the easiest way. 


As we have seen, vast quantities of 


earth are 
continually being passed 


through the bodies of worms and voided 
on the surface aa castings. \Vhea it is 
stated that the number of worms in an 
acre of ordinary laud suitable for thorn 
to live in is 58,000, wa can imagine the 
great effect which they must havo on 
tho soil. 


They are, iu fact, continually plow- 


ing tho laud. At one part of tho ali- 
uientary canal of the worm is a gizzard, 
or hard muscular org;\u, capable of 
grinding food into fins particles." It is 
this gizzard which in the main factor in 
triturating tiio soil, and it is aided by 
small stones swallowed with the earth, 
which act aa millstones.

brought to the snrfiico by worms it "la 
not difficult to understand how objects, 
such a.s stone.-), rocks, etc., lying on the 
surface will in course of timo become 
gradually buried in the grounu. Owing 
to tho burial of stones and other object's 
by tho action of worms, aticieut monu- 
ments, portions xof Roman villas and 
other objects of antiquity have been pre- 
served. 
These have been gradually 


buried by tlio worms and so preserved 
from the destructive effect of rain and 
wind. Many Roman remains were stud- 
ied by Darwin, an.d traces of the aa- 
tioi) of worms found, to which action' 
their preSSrvatioia was mainly due. The 
sinking of tho foundations of old build- 
ings i.s due to the notion of worms, and 
no building is safe from thia unless the 
foundations aro laid lower than the 
level at which the worms can work 
namely, about eight feet below tho sur- 
face. 


Another useful effect produced by 


worms is tho preparation of the soil for 
the growth of seedlings. By their agency 
tho soil is periodically Rifted and pxppti- 
.!.! to tho nil', aud'iu this'way is'able to 
.:; ii:i moisture and absorb soluble sub-

Items of Interest From Here, There nnd 


Everywhere. 


AII Indiana man has made applica- 


tion fur his ninth divorce and he didn't 
begin his matrimonial career until he 
was 55 years old. 


Thousands of acres of land have 


been taken up in Southern Nevada 
recently, «nd it is reported that many 
acres will be under cultivation this 


The sheep-sbearing season is at hand 


anl wjolgrowers i.ro despondent, a-j 
Nevi la fleeces aro quoted in SHU Fran- 
cisco at from 6 to 8 cents per pound. 
This is a gloomy outlook for sheepmen, 
bat it is not as daik as the view- 
presented to the mine owner, who sees 
only abandoned mines, rusting mills 
and deserted villages. Neither is it 
innch more dismal than the situation 
in the farming valleys, a=f the products 
or the soil are as cheap as thoso of the 
ranga or the mines. 


This condition, of affairs is attributed 


to one of two causes—the tariff and 
the gold standard. Tho manufacturer 
and all who were benefited directly by 
a high tariff say the depression is tho 
result of a reduction in tariff schedules, 
though the difference between tho Me- 
Kinley and Wilson schedules averages 
only a fraction over 11 per cent. 
Another class, equally as intelligent 
claim that the dull times are the logical 
and inevitable result of demonetizing 
one-half of the primary money of the 
world. 


Now, 
if either is right, prosperity 


must necessarily follow the advance in 
tariff rates and the restoration of sil- 
ver. A proposition was recently made 
in the United States Senate by Alien of 
Nebraska to enact a law embodying the 
principal features of the McKmley 
Act and providing for th9 coinage of 
gold nnd sliver at the mints on the 
conditions which existed prior to 1873. 
Aldrich of Rhode Island, speaking for 
the Republicans, scornfully repudiated 
the offer. His party would accept no 
tariff measure which provides for the 
free coinage of silver. Do the wool- 
growers of Nevada uphold Senator 
Aldrich and the party for which he felt 
authorized to speak? The silver men 
do not object to a reasonable tariff and 
are ready to vote for the Diugley bill, 
passed by a Republican House, if the 
Republicans will vote for free coinage. 
Tbis the Republicans will not do, so tho 
country is to be afflicted with dull 
times, whether they aro caused by 
lowering the tariff or the adoption of 
the gold standard. There is no current 
production of money, and 
tho old

d^at, I wouldn't have believed it,'

avwiy, ha leaned fonvaid, and, placing 
one hand on my knee, said.
